CHICAGO.—(/I5)—A paralyzing bliz- 


zard whipped across the southern 
Great Lakes states and the Ohio valley 
Monday, burying Chicago under one of 
the heaviest snowfalls on record. 


The forecaster at Chicago said if the 


storm continued all day at the severity 
prevalent in mid-morning the nation's 
second city might have snow totaling 
"more than the existing record of 19.2 
inches in March, 1931—the fall approx- 
imating one foot by 9:30 a. in. 


In Chicago, all public and parochial 


schools were ordered closed. Thou- 
sands of commuters were late to work 
when suburban railroads, elevated 
trains, street-cars and busses were 
delayed. 


Two Douglas park elevated trains 


collided in the blinding snowstorm, 
early police reports estimating the in- 
jured »t more than 20. 


The Chicago Board of Trade took 


the almost unprcccnted action of de- 
laying the opening of the great ex- 
change half an hour, because traders 
and clerks couldn't get there on time.

Prohibition Fight 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—</P)—Revival 


of the 1937 wet-dry batlle Sunday fac- 
ed the Arkansas legislature in the 
week ahead with leaders determined 
to speed up consideration of major 
bills. 


The house temperance committee 


will hold a public hearing Tuesday 
night on the proposal of Hep. John 
P. Vcscy of Hope to rctiirn Ihe state 
to outright prohibition and barring 
even sales of wine, beer, "tonics, bit- 
ters and medicated liquor." 


Vcscy's measure would repeal the 


1935 liquor act and make unlawful the 
transportation and possession of in- 
loxicanls as well as sale. It provides 
a fine of not less lhan 5100 or more than 
JIOOO and imprisonment of not less 
than 30 days or more than one year 
for infractions. 


A similar bill by ,Vesey was passed 


in the house during the 1937 session 
but was tied up in a parliamentary 
tangle and failed to reach the senate 
in time for action before adjournment

work relief program is going to be 
a permanent part ot Ihe federal gov- 
crnomcnl's job. 
He can't see how 


the WPA rolls can be reduced be- 
fore April; indeed, he thinks that 
they might well go up a little. And 
he doesn't think Ihere has been near- 
ly as much political misuse of WPA 
as some people have alleged. 


The colonel may not make his ideas 


stick. 
Those three letlcrs—WPA 


don'l cxaclly produce loud cheers 
in Congress Ihose days. In both hous- 
es there have been firey denunciat- 
ions of WPA's record, lo say noth- 
ing of scoffing at Colonel Harring- 
lon's assertion that ?875,000,000 suplc- 
menlal approrialion suggcsled by Pros' 
idcnt Roosevelt was the least on which 
WPA could get through the winter. 
But the colonel is unmoved. 


"Do you fcol," I asked him, "that 


it should be the aim of the country 
to wind up WPA as soon as possible 
and care for those who need care by 
means of direct relief, or docs the 
WPA idea appeal lo you as prefer- 
able'.'"

Judge Manton voting for the reversal. 
Then, beginning two days after the 
decision, Dewey wrote, the Andrews- 
Spector-Manlon deals were renewed. 


"In summary," said Ihe letter, "dur- 


ing the period from December 21, 1936, 
shortly after Judge Manton's judicial 
duties in connection with this case be- 
gan, to June 3, 1937, his corporations 
received a total of $77,000 from Spec- 
tor. In each instance the payments 
could have been made by Spector on- 
ly from proceeds of checks from An- 
drews' corporations or cash corres- 
ponding to tlie substanlially simul- 
taneous withdrawal 
from Andrews' 


corporations. 


"On September 1, 1938, Spector was 


prosecuted by my office for contempt 
of court for obstructing of this in- 
quiry"— the study of Judge Manton's 
income for tax purposes—"and con- 
victed.

Faced with this rise from 15 cerits® 


an hour, an increase which the com- 
panies had said they could not pay and 
survive, mechanization of the Industry 
is being speeded up. 


When the mechanization is complet- 


ed, il is expected that one employe will 
shell for his 510 a 40-hour week as 
many pecans as did three employes at 
two and three dollars. Thus the labor 
bill is the same, purchasing power is 
the same, and two out of three are 
out of jobs. 


It won't be quite as bad as that 


sounds, however, for many of the 
workers in the pecan industry were 
women and children. Whole families 
often worked all week to produce $10. 
Nuw if the father of the family is put 
on a 'machine, and still brings home 
§10 at the end of the week, the kids 
and their mother can stay home, and 
they're still even. 


Machines Better Than Shutdown 
The pecan-processing industry, cen- 


tering 'in San Antonio, has been in 
crisis ever since the wage-hour law 
went in effect. At that time leading 
plants shut down, claiming thai 30,000 
persons had been put out of jobs, and 
that Uie industry could not support a 
wage of 25 cents an hour, 


Now they are resuming operalions 


in a limited way, but as they resume, 
mechanization proceeds faster and fas- 
ter. Labor leaders have already ac- 
cepted the mechanization even though 
they realize that it means fewer jobs. 
That is because mechanical operation 
is betler than a shutdown, and a few 
jobs are better lhan none at all. And 
further, total earnings will bo ap- 
proximately what they were before. 


The partial exemption to the wage- 


hour law asked by the Southern Pecan 
Shelling Co., a leading processor, was 
as follows: the co'mpany proposed to 
pay a ininmum of 15 cents an hour 
during a three-month learning period 
while workers familiarized themselves 
with the new machinery. 


After that, 25 cents was to be paid. 


Even pending the decision, however, 
the company began experimenting with 
the 25-uent wage from the start, Die 
C. I. O. union co-operating in furnish- 
ing the most capable workers avail- 
able so that a mininium set production 
pace could be maintained.
